When five teenagers sat down and posed for 
a picture at Copco Lake in 1982, they didn’t 
plan on making it a tradition. But that’s what 
it became. 

Every five years for the past three decades, 
John Wardlaw, John Dickson, Mark Rumer, 
Dallas Burney and John Molony have been 
meeting at the California lake and taking the 
same photo. 

The first photograph of the high school 
friends was just happenstance. Wardlaw, 
known as Wedge in the group, had a family 
cabin at the lake where the friends gathered 
in July 1982. 

While hanging out on the deck of the cab- 
in, Dickson, or J.D., set his 35-millimeter cam- 
era on self-timer to take a group photo. 

“For some reason, we all chose to have dark 
and mysterious expressions on our faces,” 
Wardlaw said. “I’m sure we all thought we

were being really cool.” 

Though they tried a couple of poses, the 
one that would eventually win as the official 
vacation photo depicts the five teens, three of 
them shirtless, with shaggy hair typical of the 
time. They were about 19 years old. 

Molony, known in the group as Belves, is

pictured holding a Folgers Instant Coffee 
jar, which contained a cockroach the guys 
had decided to keep as a pet. They fed their 
new friend a piece of butterscotch candy 
and kept it company with a photo of Robert 
Young. 

“Priorities were so different back then. All 


I was really thinking about was summer and 
girls,” Wardlaw said. 

As the men went into their college years, 
they returned to the lake every summer. 

They spent their time fishing and reading 
and playing roles in homemade movies shot 
by Wardlaw, who now is a filmmaker. 

“We're all very creative people, so we would 
take all of our creative energy and focus it into 
a certain direction,” Molony said. “It wasn’t, 
‘Let’s all get together and get drunk.’ It was, 
‘Let’s get together and see who can make the 
funniest joke or pull off the sneakiest prank.’” 

It wasn’t until five summers later when 
Wardlaw, a photography enthusiast, decided 
it would be fun to re-create the photograph 
they'd taken in 82. 

In 1987, the now college-educated men sat 
in the same position on the same bench, again 
with a self-timed camera. 

The jar, a different one this time, contained 
no cockroach, and the hat held by Wardlaw 
was different as well. The expressions how- 
ever, were unchanged. 

“I think I had a feeling this might become 
some cool tradition, but I had no idea we would 
still be doing it for 30 years,” Wardlaw said.

Make way for Motorola Mobility

Smartphone maker Motorola Mobility will move 
its headquarters from Libertyville to the Mer- 
chandise Mart next summer, relocating 3,000 em- 
ployees to downtown Chicago, the company and 
Mayor Emanuel announced Thursday. 

Motorola Mobility, which was acquired by 
Google for $12.5 billion in May, will invest 
$300 million in the move. The figure includes rent 
on a 15-year lease for nearly 600,000 square feet 
that includes the top four floors and rooftop of 
the design center. 

No employees will be left in Libertyville, which 
long has been the headquarters for Motorola’s cel- 
lular handset division. When Motorola Inc. spun 
off its mobile devices and cable TV boxes into an 
independent entity called Motorola Mobility at 
the beginning of 2011, the company kept its head- 
quarters at the Libertyville campus. 

The city did not provide any financial incen- 
tives for the move, though the company has re- 
ceived incentives to remain in Illinois. In 2011, 
after considering a headquarters move to Califor-

nia or Texas, Motorola Mobility struck an agree- 
ment with the state to maintain a local workforce 
of 2,500 in exchange for more than $100 million 
in tax credits over 10 years. That agreement re- 
mained in place after the Google acquisition. 


The relocation benefits the city and the com- 
pany, Emanuel and Motorola Mobility chief ex- 
ecutive Dennis said Thursday. The city is eager to 
establish Chicago as a hub for technology compa- 
nies that will create high-value jobs.

Epic fail! Twitter makes 
another major crash 


4) SAN FRANCISCO ‘Twitter suffered its second wide- 
spread outage in five weeks Thursday, a blow to the 
micro-blogging service’s reputation and reliability. 

‘Twitter—infamous for its “fail whale” outage messages in 
its early years—went dark for hours June 21. On Thursday, 
users trying to log on to its website were greeted only by an 
incomplete error message: “Twitter is currently down for. 
We expect to be back in.” 

“Users may be experiencing issues accessing Twitter. Our 
engineers are currently working to resolve the issue,” the 
San Francisco-based company wrote in a blog post shortly 
after 10:30 am. CDT. 

The June episode revived fears that stability issues may 
once again be plaguing Twitter, which claims to have signifi- 
cantly improved its infrastructure. The company blamed 
that incident on a “cascading bug.” 

Founded in 2006, Twitter’s phenomenal growth means 
it has struggled to handle the ever-rising volume of tweets. 
But in recent years, it has devoted considerable resources 
toward improving reliability in a move to project itself as a 
mature, polished brand. 

Chief executive Dick Costolo, who has focused on im- 
proving the service’s profitability and attracting advertisers, 


said last month that Twitter has 140 million active monthly 
users who send 400 million tweets daily. 

Google’s online messaging and voice-calls service— 
Google Talk—also went down for hours Thursday in what 
appeared to be a separate outage. The issue should have 
been resolved as of mid-morning, according to the com- 
pany’s status update page. 


Exec: ‘Dark Olympic burn: 
Knight Rises’ Brits and Mitt 
earnings on track just don’t mix 


Rich Gelfond, chief execu- 
tive of IMAX, said “The Dark 
Knight Rises” is meeting the 
company’s expectations 
despite what some analysts 
argue is a box office slow- 
down in the wake of last 
week’s mass shooting at a 
Colorado theater.

It’s not Lake Michigan, but England will do for Chicago Olympian

Chicago might be the Windy City, but no one would confuse it with the Windsurfing City. 
But that didn’t stop Chicago native Bob Willis from becoming the first windsurfer not from Califor- 


nia or Florida to represent the U.S. in the Olympics. Not bad for what started as just a hobby on Lake 


Michigan. 


Willis, 25, sailed at the Columbia Yacht Club starting at age 8 and picked up windsurfing in his spare 


time. That hobby evolved into a full-time job for Willis as he trains year-round. His dedication paid off 


after winning both Olympic qualifiers to become the youngest Olympic windsurfer since 1988. 
While Willis has the look of a typical surfer with his dark tan, laid-back attitude and pretty awesome 


hair, he is serious about the sport, spending the past few months training in Weymouth, England, site of 


the sailing events in the London Games. RedEye caught up to Willis before he headed to the Olympics. 


How did you get started with windsurfing in Chicago? 
I was in the Columbia Yacht Club and I started racing 
sailboats and got involved in local sailing teams. But 

I got into windsurfing as an outlet to sailing with my 
brother and a friend. We just picked up windsurfing 
casually. We would just do it out of the Columbia Yacht 
Club or sometimes we would dive down to Wolf Lake. 
I was at the age where I could get really into it and I 
brought my sailboating background into windsurfing 
and started getting competitive when I was 17 or 18 
years old. 


Is there much of a windsurfing scene in Chicago? 
I think there’s a small pocket of windsurfers in Chicago. 
It’s not as big as sailing for sure, but there are some. 


How did living in Chicago help you become an Olympic 
windsurfer? 

The unique thing about Lake Michigan is there is a huge 
variety of winds and water you train on. Sometimes you'll 
have no wind and completely flat water and sometimes 
the wind will really pick up and it'll get pretty wavy, so in 
that sense it’s a great place to train. It’s a little difficult 

to do training in Chicago with the winter and all the 
changes in weather, so I do most of my training overseas. 


What’s a typical training week for you? 

We train more like triathletes, which might be a surprise 
to some people that we don’t just hang out at the beach 
all day. In a typical week on the water, we do usually four 
days on and one day off. We'll do breakfast, work out, a 
couple hours on the water, lunch, and a couple hours on 
the bike. 


Are you out on the lake in the middle of January? 

No. This year I was in Australia training. The 2011 World 
Championships were in Perth, so I was there for almost 
all winter. Then I head down to Florida for training. I’m 
definitely not sailing in January on the lake. 


When you found out you were going to London, what 
was going through your head? 

It was incredible. There are two events to qualify for our 
Olympics and I had a point lead going into our second 
event. When I found out, I was actually sitting in the 
ice bath recovering and my team leader and head coach 
were in the lounge and they called me in and my heart 
dropped. It took a while for it to really sink in. 


Many people don’t even know windsurfing is an Olympic 
sport. Why should people tune in? 

It’s much different than all the other Olympic sports and 
different than all the other styles of sailing as well. Wind- 
surfing is very fast. In the Olympics there are going to be 
38 athletes who are all going to be competing on the same 
course up to 25 miles an hour. It’s very dynamic and it’s a 
spectacle to watch even if you don’t know anything about 
sailing or windsurfing. 


What are you most excited about at the Olympics? 
The sailing in Weymouth is some of the best I’ve ever 
had. It will be really spectacular with the world as your 
audience. There will be bleachers set up too. We never 
really have an audience; it’s mostly online followers and 
whatnot. To race in front of a couple thousand fans will 
be something special to actually see and hear people 
cheering.

U.S. windsurfer and Chicago native 
BOB WILLIS is sharing updates from 
the London Games with RedEye. 


The good thing about being the 
first team to arrive at the Olympic 
Games is the general excitement. 
We got off the plane, flew through 
customs (the Olympic line), got our 
bags and were swarmed by media as 
we walked out of the airport. 

The first few days after our 
celebrity arrival were a bit hectic. 
The team was tired, jet-lagged and 
a bit out of it. However, we pushed 
through and enjoyed every moment. 
Following our arrival at Heathrow 
Airport we bused to the London 
Olympic Village (in the Olympic 
lane), quickly checked into the vil- 
lage and then ventured over to the 
USA house to get all our Team USA 
gear ... an absurd amount of clothing. 

The entire gear collection process 
took about four hours. The design- 
ers were extremely helpful; however, 
they definitely had a particular 
sizing style for the athletes — tight! 
Following the fittings, we were 
given four bags of clothing to try on, 
two from Nike and two from Ralph 
Lauren. It took me two hours to try 
on all the gear. The gear, however, 
looks very, very good. 

The next morning, we woke up 
at 6 a.m., took a team bus down to 
Weymouth and got situated in the 
sailing village in Portland. The sail- 
ing village, albeit not quite like the 
London village, still has the same 
Olympic feel. 

The following day, I got my 
Olympic RSX kit—the colors look 
great and the sails stand out against 
the typical gray England back- 
ground. I have sailed with my kit for 
three days now and I am starting to 
like it more and more—I think it 
will be just fine for the Games.

‘RED LIGHTS’ STAR 
CILLIAN MURPHY ON 
PSYCHICS & BATMAN

“The magazine’s called RedEye?” asks “Red 
Lights” star Cillian Murphy, who played the 
villain in the 2005 horror-on-an-airplane film 
“Red Eye.” 

Yes, I tell him, and ask if he gets strange 
looks on planes. “No, thankfully I don’t,” the 
36-year-old actor says. “I thought I would, 
but people forget movies quickly, man.” 

Not when actors choose parts as carefully 
as Murphy, who has appeared in memorable 
films such as “Inception,” “Batman Begins,” 
“Sunshine” and “28 Days Later.” In “Red 
Lights,” which was delayed Thursday to an 
Aug. 3 opening date, Murphy stars as Tom, a 
physicist determined to expose a renowned 
psychic (Robert De Niro) as a fraud. 

Murphy says he embraces the entertain- 
ment value of psychics, but thinks it becomes 
“shady” when they prey upon the vulnerable 
and weak. “When people pretend to cure 
cancer, that’s dangerous therapy you're get- 
ting into,” he says. “But if people are desper- 
ate, people will keep searching and searching 
and searching.” 

At the Four Seasons Hotel, Ireland-born, 
London-dwelling Murphy and Spanish 
writer-director Rodrigo Cortes (“Buried”), 39, 
talked about buying into the illusion, when a 
role influences your own beliefs and prefer- 
ring dark material to, say, “The Wedding 
Planner.” 


Cillian, after seeing Ryan Reynolds confined 
to a box in “Buried,” how concerned were 
you about what Rodrigo would do to you? 
Cillian Murphy: {Laughs.] Well, I saw “Bur- 
ied” on my own ina small screening room 

in London in the summertime. It was an 
incredible experience that I will never forget. 
I had to go and have an ice cream afterwards. 
Everybody talks about that movie. It just 
affects your physiology. You just feel different 
afterwards. You could see that he was the real 
deal, what he achieved and the performance.

I enjoy directors who push you and chal- 
lenge you and test you. I like the immersive 
experience of making a film where you get 
completely and utterly involved, physically 
and emotionally. 


Which do you find more satisfying: when 
you're fooled, or when you've figured out 
the trick? 

Rodrigo Cortes: When you go to see David 
Copperfield, you know that everything is 

a lie but you want to believe in that. You 
don’t want to be there for a couple of hours 
spending 200 bucks to figure out that he 
doesn’t fly. We all know that he doesn’t fly; 
that’s part of the thing. But you try to fool 
everybody in the sense that it’s not about 
surprise, it’s about challenging everybody. 

I love the films that ... you find yourself 
thinking about them a day later or two days 
later or three days later. So that’s what really 
pleases me as a creator, if you achieve that. 


Cillian, as a skeptic, do you try to go along 
with people like that or are you looking for 
a giveaway? 

CM: When it’s entertainment ... I went to 
see Copperfield and Criss Angel in L.A. 
when I was researching this and it was pure 
entertainment and it was amazing. It’s like 
saying to actors or directors, “When you go 
to a film, are you constantly trying to figure 
out how do they get that shot or how did 
they do that?” You're just in it and you’re 
watching it and enjoying it. 


l read that when you played a physicist in 
“Sunshine” that may have impacted the 
way that you saw the world. Is that accu- 
rate, and how much did this role impact the 
way you see things, if at all?

CM: Yeah, when I did this movie called 
“Sunshine” and I was sort of agnostic I 
guess in my beliefs, and that certainly, the 
experience of making that film and re- 
searching it, and spending the time with all 
these unbelievable, intelligent, rational peo- 
ple, I guess I was tipped over into knowing 
I would be an atheist. It’s a personal thing. 
And this film, it hasn’t changed me in terms 
of being skeptical toward the paranormal 
world, but again I’ve seen the power these 
people have in terms of their personalities 
but it hasn’t changed my position I guess. 


You've had a fantastic career with a lot 

of memorable parts. How much interest 

do you have in doing a romantic comedy 
or something that would totally lighten 
things up? | was also thinking of your “In- 
ception” co-star Leonardo DiCaprio, who 
has done almost exclusively serious films 
recently. 

CM: It’s just a matter of taste really. I don’t 
say, “Don’t send me any romantic comedies” 
to my agent. But it’s generally the films 

that I enjoy watching and the stories that 

I enjoy telling and also reading are I guess 
more involved in the sort of darker side 

of psychology,. Not always but I think in 
that world the scope for drama tends to be 
greater. So if you’re talking about the end of 
the world or life and death, there’s more at 
stake than “The Wedding Planner.” 


Alot of people are asking you about “The 
Dark Knight Rises,” and understandably 
you don’t want to give anything away. 
What do you think Batman’s weakness is? 
CM: Batman’s weakness? Oh. That’s a good 
question. 

RC: Don’t say kryptonite. 


CM: It’s bats, isn’t it? He doesn’t like bats, 

I think, from what I remember. He had a 
bad experience with bats, didn’t he? I don’t 
know. What I love about Batman, and 

I’ve said this before, why he’s the coolest 
superhero is because he doesn’t have any 
superpowers. He’s just a really rich guy that 
does a lot of push-ups and has a lot of toys. 
That’s a perfect example of the psychology 
of that character, what made him who he is. 
It’s fascinating world the way that [{direc- 
tor} Chris [Nolan] has opened it up and 
explored it. It is quite dark, those movies 
are quite dark, but people adore them. 


You’ve talked about loving Nolan’s work 
and those films. Why do you think they’ve 
caught on the way that they have? 

CM: Because they’re hugely entertaining but 
also very, very smart. They do not under- 
estimate the audience and they know that 
the audience is able for this. This totally 
reinvigorated the superhero genre I think. 

I think Chris Nolan is one in a million. He’s 
quite an extraordinary director. 


You said you didn’t feel like you filled the 
Batsuit quite right when you auditioned 
for the role. What was going through your 
head while wearing it? 

CM: {Laughs.] Oh, man. You do your best. 
You do your best. For me, it’s not a big deal, 
it was more of an opportunity to actually 
get to work with Chris and to do this little 
screen test and to work with him and then 
it turned into something else. That’s what’s 
really more important. Nostalgia’s very 
dangerous. I think artists should be about 
moving forward. Nostalgia can be the death 
of any sort of art.

Beware, David

However, Tom’s 
boss and fellow skeptic, Dr. Margaret 
Matheson (Sigourney Weaver), refuses to 
let her colleague investigate blind psychic 
Simon Silver (Robert De Niro), who is 
about to make a highly anticipated, highly 
paid return after a 30-year absence from 
demonstrating behavior and possessing 
knowledge that blows his followers’ col- 
lective minds. 

Now is a good time to ask yourself if 
you get more enjoyment out of being 
fooled or out of uncovering a fraud. 

Unfortunately, writer-director Rodrigo 
Cortes (“Buried”) never allows us to give 
in to the possibility Drs. Buckley and 
Matheson reject— that perhaps someone 
could be capable of powers beyond sci- 
entific justification. Seemingly everyone 
in the media and the public in “Red 
Lights” buys into what Silver’s selling, 
which probably doesn’t represent how the 
off-screen universe feels about on-stage 
psychics/magicians/whatever you want to 
call them. The film also hinges on a big 
revelation that you'll see coming a mile 
away, and a final twist that strains to pull 
a fast one when the movie’s few strengths 
are its somber examinations of curiosity 
and doubt. 

Cortes captures the irresistible mystery 
of playing amateur detective into the 
allegedly incredible without the fascina- 
tion or tension of “The Prestige.” Some 
people can spot a fake; others prefer to 
go along for the ride. There’s something 
disappointing about mental gymnastics 
that sacrifice an actual perspective for an 
empty sleight of hand.

Watch” doesn’t mean the comedy about an 
(eventually) gun-toting neighborhood watch 
group plays any better a few months after the 
death of Trayvon Martin. Unsettling at any 
time, especially one week after the tragedy in 
Aurora, Colo., is the image of a supposedly 
friendly young man (played by Jonah Hill) 
with an extensive arsenal of deadly weapons 
under his bed.

In the new film, suburban Ohio dopes 
played by Hill, Ben Stiller, Vince Vaughn and 
Richard Ayoade (director of the recom- 
mended “Submarine”) work to protect the 
peaceful town of Glenview after a security 
guard loses his life and skin during an attack 
at the Costco that Evan (Stiller) manages. 
Soon they discover an extraterrestrial sus- 
pect, who adds to their already high stress

levels brought on by Bob's (Vaughn) teenage 
daughter (Erin Moriarty) and Evan’s creepy 
new neighbor (Billy Crudup). 

As Evan’s wife, Rosemarie De Witt be- 
comes the latest excellent actress to appear 
in a thankless role in a guy movie. Her char- 
acter hopes to get pregnant—if she can just 
convince her husband to sleep with her. 

“The Watch” looks more professional than 
Akiva Schaffer’s previous effort, “Hot Rod,” 
though that flop generated more, bigger 
laughs than found in “The Watch.” Obviously 
the script from the co-writer of “Mr. Popper’s 
Penguins” didn’t improve nearly enough after 
Seth Rogen and Evan Goldberg (“Superbad”) 
overhauled it. 

In 2011, the British sci-fi/comedy “At- 
tack the Block” injected the alien invasion 
subgenre with some wicked language and 
genuinely scary creatures. “The Watch” 
offers a handful of chuckles, mostly from its 
stars riffing within the same personalities 
they always play. But the film’s overall effect 
still resembles a scene in which Bob marvels 
at Russian nesting dolls, trying to get a laugh 
out of something everyone has seen before 
and particularly doesn’t need right now.

Cheesy acting, better dancing in ‘Revolution’

“Step Up Revolution” starts with the same 
romantic setup as the original “Step Up,” 
starring Channing Tatum and Jenna Dewan: 
Rough dude from the ’hood meets uptight 
uptown girl. Dancer Kathryn McCormick 
(Season 6 finalist from Fox’s “So You Think 
You Can Dance”) plays aspiring professional 
dancer/rich hotel mogul’s daughter Emily, 
and Ryan Guzman (commercial actor, print 
model and former MMA fighter) plays Sean, 
a lowly hotel staffer who also happens to lead 
a dance crew. 

This time around, the framework for 
elaborate dance sequences isn’t a school 
recital, a street dance battle or a hip-hop 
dance competition. In an attempt to loosen 
up her style for a crucial dance audition, Em- 
ily joins Sean and his crew, The Mob, to stage 
elaborate flash mobs all over Miami. At first, 
their goal is to score enough YouTube video 
views to win a $100,000 contest. Then, they 
find out the Miami neighborhood where Sean 
and other Mob members grew up is going to 
be razed to make way for a new luxury hotel 
development, courtesy of Emily’s big-shot

dad. Emily suggests they stage a flash mob as 
a protest. 

McCormick acts about as well as Guzman 
dances — serviceable but sometimes clunky. 
Both are newcomers to film acting, but 
because McCormick is a stunning dancer by 
trade and Guzman learned to dance for the 
movie, the film is at least without the distrac- 


tion of dance doubles. The dance scenes are 
undoubtedly more elaborate than the previ- 
ous “Step Up” films, both in production value 


and the variety of styles represented. Some of 


the dancing, unfortunately, does have the oc- 

casional jerkiness that predecessor “Step Up 

3D” also suffered as a side effect of 3-D. 
There are plenty of treats for “So You

Think You Can Dance” fans, including mor 
lines for Twitch (“Step Up 3D”), a captivat-

When Scrabble devotee Zoe (Dana Pup- 
kin) calls her boyfriend Marty (Eric Hailey) 
at his DMV job, he answers the phone by 
saying, “What the [bleep] do you want?” 

This inspires only a giggle from Zoe, who 
first takes a shine to the guy when he stands 
ona department store table and screams, 
“You're better than your underwear!” Marty 
cannot handle the existence of $55 designer 
underwear and people who want to buy it. 
Zoe shares this judgment. As far as chemistry 
goes, there you have it. 

The film’s problem, or one of them, is that 
the crisply edited “Qwerty” never turns 
into the sweet story of outsiders finding in 
each other respite from the unhappy world 
outside. Yes, Zoe can’t stand her obnoxious 
family and co-workers, and Marty calls al- 
most everyone an a-hole, but the injustices 
coming their way just seem like a blend of 
some people’s general douchiness and a lin- 
gering resentment that Zoe and Marty have 
for anyone who’s decent-looking and/or 
happy. It’s great to see a love story in which

with a super-awesome job, but that doesn’t 
mean viewers won't ask why she’s so taken 
with a scruffy guy who doesn’t own a phone 
and moves in with her so fast. 

In the midst of all this phony romance, 
Zoe also longs to compete in the national 
Scrabble championships, though first she 
must conjure the courage to join a local 
Scrabble club. Her ambivalence is never 
explained outside the notion that people 
used to mock her love of Scrabble, and 
“Qwerty” neglects to document her transi- 
tion away from past scars to a more stable, 
adult place. Both she and Marty recognize 
suicidal tendencies in each other, but 
what exactly has them so down remains a 
mystery in a movie that mistakes creepy for 
cute. 

Zoe and Marty are two bitter people choos- 
ing to be miserable together, seemingly oblivi- 
ous that geek culture has taken over society 
and that a jerky co-worker ripping on your 
Scrabble hobby has nothing to do with life out- 
side the DMV—which most people recognize 
as one of the worst places in any town.

new brunches to try 
before the summer ends

Beach trips and picnics are staples for summer fun, but there’s 
nothing quite like lazing away an afternoon at brunch. Forgo your 
regular haunt and consider checking out the new brunch service 
at these eight restaurants. As an added bonus, five have outdoor 
seating so you can soak up some rays with your sunnyside-up eggs. 


Hash House A Go Go mn

Some people have brunch to nurse a hangover. Some want an excuse 
to sip fun cocktails before noon. Others live to Instagram their entree 
the second it comes to the table. New Gold Coast restaurant Hash 
House A Go Go has the potential to fulfill all of the above. An Indiana- 
raised chef founded this restaurant in San Diego more than a decade 
ago on the idea of “twisted farm food,” which apparently means an 
obscenely large menu of comfort food served in even bigger portions. 
| stopped in during opening week to see whether it would be good or 
just gimmicky. 


Why everybody’s waffling: Anyone serving chicken and waffles with- 
in a five-block radius of fried chicken king Art Smith's Table Fifty-Two 
has guts. So Hash House goes all out with a version that’s stupid huge: 
A steak knife holds two fried chicken breasts atop four bacon-laced 
waffles and a gigantic sprig of rosemary, and fried leeks stick out of 
the top, looking like hay straight out of a farmer’s bale. My server sug- 
gested | discard the rosemary “Christmas tree,” remove the knife, un- 
stack the chicken and dig in. It’s a good strategy, but | still barely made 
it through half. This sweet-and-salty calorie bomb ($15.95) isn’t as good 
as Smith’s—but then again, his $24 version costs a lot more. 


Sweet stuff: Buttermilk pancakes—called flapjacks here, of course— 
actually are a pancake, singular. A 14-inch-wide pizza-size one, to be 
exact, with flavors such as mango-coconut, blackberry-granola and 
Snickers. The caramelized sweetness of the brown sugar-banana ver- 
sion will lull any sweet tooth into submission, and it’s a ton of food for 
$7.95. 


Day drinking: Apparently Hash House also has four locations in Vegas, 
which doesn’t surprise me when | see that the more-is-more philoso- 
phy continues on the drink menu. Desserty espresso drinks include 
the s’mores mocha, crowned with marshmallow fluff and graham 
crackers ($6.95), while the 20-ounce B.L. bloody mary ($10.95) fea- 
tures lettuce, tomato and bacon in the glass plus two pieces of toast. 
Then there’s the O’Hare of the Dog, a 24-ounce canned beer in a paper 
bag served with five slices of bacon ($4.95). If the decor weren't so un- 
derstated—think black-and-white farm photos and tractor seats on the 
walls, but no servers in overalls—I‘d feel like | was in a theme park. 


Bottom line: The eat-to-excess philosophy could work in this corner 
of the Gold Coast best known for its drink-to-excess tourist-trap bars, 
especially with a late-night weekend menu (something tells me the 
food will taste even better after a couple rounds). If you’re looking 
for a refined brunch experience, this isn’t it, but for a novelty brunch 
when you're sick of The Bongo Room, it’ll do. 


Hash House A Go Go serves breakfast 7 a.m.-11 a.m. Monday-Friday 
and brunch 7 a.m.-5 p.m. Saturday-Sunday. Select breakfast dishes 


also are served on the lunch, dinner and late-night menus.

Off to a good start 


Nana, Grammy, Oma, Abuela ... whatever you 

call your grandmother, chances are she’d want 
you to eat a wholesome breakfast before you 
start your day. That’s the mission at Grandma J’s, 
a quirky, comfy BYOB Humboldt Park cafe that 
packs a lot of sentiment into a small storefront. 
From black-and-white portraits to an Etta James- 
heavy soundtrack to board games, the dining 
room has about as much vintage kitsch as a yard 
sale. But it’s not artificial nostalgia: Owner Layla 
Malia Krause named the place after her mother 
(Grandma J herself), who has five grandkids, and 
Krause aims to channel her comforting culinary 
presence. 


Good eggs: The menu leans heavily toward the 
savory category—the only sweet dish is.atrio 
of light, just-off-the-griddle French toast sticks 
($5)—and that means cage-free eggs top nearly 
every breakfast offering. The Works ($11) nes- 
tles two perfectly runny poached eggs atop 
mounds of spinach, kale, mushrooms, po- 
tatoes and grilled tomatoes, and includes 

a base of prosciutto and super-thick toast 
(baked just around the corner at Roeser’s) 

to soak up all the creamy yolk and hollan- 
daise. On the simpler side, Egg in the Hole 

($8) delivers two slices of bread—try the 
Hawaiian bread option for a bit of sweet- 
ness—with a silver dollar-size hole cut out of 
each center to make room for a fried egg. 


Day drinking: Your granny might not approve of 
imbibing before noon, but Grandma J’s doesn’t 
mind. Bring your own champagne to mix with the 
three juices on the mimosa platter ($6), which are 
served with chilled flutes and sliced berries. The 
pineapple and cranberry juices are a nice change 
of pace if you feel stuck in an OJ rut, or opt for 
the virgin bloody mary fixings ($4) if you’ve 
brought vodka. 


Is it lunchtime yet? From an individual bacon- 
wrapped meatloaf to a substantial organic beef 
burger, there are just as many lunch dishes as 
breakfast offerings. Chicken is free-range and the 
bacon’s nitrate-free, making the cobb sandwich 
($9) an especially wholesome and 

hearty choice.

Bottom line: The menu at Grandma J’s is as 
straight forward and American as apple pie: no 
fuss, no frills, just classics made with fresh, local 
ingredients. Like a brunch with Bubbe, though, 
you probably won't get up from the table in less 
than an hour, leaving lots of time for reminiscing 
while you wait for your food.
